FLAGSHIPS ARRIVAL. 


The P. M. S. S. China, flagship of 


the United States expedition for Ma- 
nila now resting to Honolulu, reached 
port at quite an early hour yesterday 
morning. 
Only a very short time 


elapsed between the sounding of the 
five whistles for a transport till the 
real queen on the (Pacific was Inside. 
And a few minutes later she was dock- 
ed at the 
wharf she has used 


so many times while In the regular 
merchant service on the run between 
San Francisco and Oriental ports. The 
China left the other three ships of 
the transport squadron on Monday 
last and arrived In Honolulu twelve 
hours ahead of the Zealandla, Colon 
and Senator. 


With such suddenness did the China 


came into port yesterday morning thai 
there waa no chance to formally re- 
ceive her. The band could not be 
had soon enough to welcome and It 
was impossible for the committees to 
get together and get out on an Island 
steamer. 
Nevertheless there was a 


great crowd of citizens at the wharf 
and the cheering was 3oud and con- 
tinuous. The hand of the First Colo- 
rado played and there was a serenade 
by the Government band. The greet- 
ings to the China Boya in Blue were 
cordial and apparently were gladly re- 
ceived. 


Chairman Geo. W. Smith of the 


Committee of One Hundred, President 
Dole, Attorney-General Smith and 
others comprised the first party from 
shore to board the China, A brief 
consultation WM held with Command- 
er Greene, who Is the mlllury head of 
the second expedition. 


An hour after the China was along- 


side the crowd at the Pacific Mall dock 
was enormous.

A CLEAR OlillOOK 


RESOLUTION IN THE 
SENATE 


To the President In a Week-Reed's 


Defeat-The Legation—The War 


With Spain and Some Results. 


The Annexation Resolution 


passed the 
United 
States 


House of Representatives on 
June 15 by vote of 209 to 91.

The closing days of this week and 


the first half of next mark the closing 
of the final and determinative debate 
on the question of Annexation of these 
Islands to the United States. 
This 


is the word brought by Jas. B. Castle, 
retiring Secretary of the Hawaiian 
Legation at Washington. Mr. Castle 
is back home after an absence and an 
earnest and valuable service of eight 
months. 


So soon as the joint resolution de- 


claring this group a part of the domain, 
of the United States had been adopted 
by the House of Representatives, it 
was dispatched to the upper branch 
of Congress. There was at once re- 
ference to the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee and return to that 
body with recommendation for favor- 
able action. 
Discussion opened on 


Friday last and has been in progress 
almost one week. Debate cannot con- 
tinue longer than ten days or a fort- 
night at the outside. In all probability 
there will'be a vote within a 
today. Of the color of the 


pear, after due consideration and eren 
conjecture more than half speculative 
that any power on earth can Intervene 
to postpone a vote or to defeat the 
resolution. 
A conservative eastern 


paper has figured that there will be at 
the beginning of consideration fifty- 
nine affirmative votes and that the 
cause will gain strength as facts are 
understood and the war with Spain 
progresses. Dewey has done this. He 
made a great conversion. Without the 
war the Joint resolution would have 
had a rough road. 


The feature of this great controversy 


now drawing to a termination is the 
complete defeat of Speaker Reed by 
the administration. It is well known 
that in the matter of shaping legisla- 
tion the man who presides over the 
House at Washington has a power even 
greater and more far-reaching than 
that of the President himself. Mr. 
Reed has been doggedly conservative 
to the degree of unreasoning and un- 
wise stubbornness. Mr. Reed had set 
his personality against the spirit of 
the times and the thought of the day 
and at the clashing of the issue found 
his position untenable. 


There was not at Washington when 


Mr. Castle left much talk of the make- 
up of the commission of five that will 
supervise the setting up of the new 
Government or the change of Govern- 
ment in Hawaii. 


Both Minister Hatch and L. A. 


Thnrston will take the first possible 
steamer for the Islands upon the pas- 
sage of the joint resolution of Annex- 
ation by the Senate. There will not be 
another appointment of Secretary of 
Legation. It is expected that the Ha- 
waiian Legation at Washington will 
be a thing of the past in a week. Min- 
ister Hatch, to use an old but good 
phrase, has been "the right man in 
the right place," according to the 
popular and official verdict

Proceeding, he touched lightly the 
uggestion that American labor, with 
ts vigor, intelligence and energy, 
would be affected by the slight com- 
petition which it would meet at the 
lands of the Asiatics in the Hawaiian 
alands. Grosvenor said he advocated 
he resolutions upon a ground entirely 
separated from any war emergency. 
He saw in the near future a wonderful 
development in the commerce of the 
East, and in order to provide for the 
Western part of the country to secure 
a just and profitable share in that 
•wealth of commerce, "this half-way 
house upon the highway of the Pacific" 
was essential. 


Richardson (D.) of Tennessee fol- 


owed in opposition to the pending 
measure, laying down the general pro- 
position that only self-interest should 
)e considered in contemplating any 
step affecting the Government, and 
from that point of view alone would 
ie treat annexation. Richardson said 
ie was a firm believer in the Monroe 
loetrlne1, and wanted its integrity to 
>e preserved, but he was convinced 
.hat annexation would be a step that 
would end unavoidably in the aban- 
donment of the doctrine. 


Cochran (D.) of Missouri, in a 


speech replete with comparisons with 
policies of the countries of Europe, 
argued In advocacy of colonization, 
not of conquest. Failure to annex 
these islands, Cochran said, would be 
to invite war, for in five years, left 
to the present condition of population, 
the Government of Hawaii would be 
revolutionised, and in flve:_yBarfj th« 
country given -over to pagan control. 
The Philippine islands formed an 
entirely different proposition, and he 
protested vigorously against the foist- 


It is the belief of Mr. Castle that 


the new American policy will bring 
about in that great country, as well 
as in this small group, most astound- 
ing and progressive changes. For in- 
stance, it la now held quite generally 
that the United States as a Govern- 
ment will construct and maintain the 
Nicaragua canal. There will be prac- 
tically two navies—one for the Atlan- 
tic and one for the Pacific. There will 
be a quite large standing army. There 
will be a reconstructed or reorganized 
state militia under national control 
and drilled by educated officers. There 
will be expansion and widening in the 
industrial world. 
And for another 


thing there will be more of President 
McKinley as chief magistrate of a 
great nation. 


It is the proposal of the leading 


army men and their advisers and con- 
fidants to have a standing corps of 
more than 100,000 men. The bill re- 
cently enacted placed the'figure at 
61,000. The need of a large trained 
force has been keenly felt. There was 
real embarrassment in the fact and 
the law that the President could not 
handle or use the States militia of the 
various commonwealths without con- 
sent of the Governors. This must be 
remedied, for the United States has 
entered upon a new policy. 


Mr. Castle says now that personally 


he Is of the opinion that the war with 
Spain will have ended before this year 
is done. When the ultimatum went out 
Mr. Castle thought the peace settle- 
ments would be under way by July 1. 
That is still thought by many ob- 
serving and important men In the 
States. 
There is a most striking 


thought in the realization of the un- 
preparedness of the American Govern- 
ment when hostilities opened. A peo- 
ple who harbor no idea of fighting till 
their liberties are trenched upon or 
their sense of right tested were sud- 
denly called upon to do'battle. There 
existed no smouldering ambition to 
conquer people and acquire territory. 
There was no standing army and it 
had to be made and has been made 
magnificently.

There 
remains to dispose of yet the fleet of 
Cervera and the city of Havana. The 
fleet is being corded and the next 
news from the States will tell of ap- 
proaching investment of Havana. At 
the capital of Cuba, Blanco has gather- 
ed an army of 80,000 of the best sol- 
diers he can get. He has called forces 
from the other cities and the other 
provinces and has fortified Havana 
and mined the harbor. His resistance 
will be a determined one, but Havana 
must succumb as must Santiago anc 
the whole of the Island. It Is said 
that in the army of Blanco the men 
average six years younger than the 
men in the American army and that 
there are In the Spanish force many 
boys between the ages of fourteen and 
seventeen. 


Mr. Castle says the United States

Dispatches of .the. llth say: 
Six 


hundred marines have pitched their 
tents among the smoking ruins of the 
outer fortifications of Guantanamo and 
the Stars and Stripes for the first time 
float on a Spanish flagstaff in Cuba. 


To Captain Clark and the battleship 


Oregon belong the honor of accom- 
plishing the first successful landing of 
the war. The forty marines from the 
battleship went ashore this morning 
and occupied the left entrance of the 
bay until the troopship Panther arriv- 
ed with 600 marines. 


The. whole operation of silencing the 


guns 'and landing the forces was as 
easy as placing a Sunday Scool pic- 
nic. The Marblehead had, backed by 
the Vixen and Dolphin, opened on the 
earthworks. The shores to the right of 
the entrance were lined with guns and 
rifle pits, but the Spaniards stampeded 
after firing, a few shots. 


The Marblehead, Dolphin, Vixen 


and two colliers have beem off the en- 
trance of the harbor for several days 
and yesterday morning they sailed in- 
to the channel. A mile further up 
they opened fire, sending fifty shots 
at the fortifications on the left 
The 


hills on the right of the entrance were 
deserted. There are no defenses on 
t/he right side of the harbor. 


No attempt was made to land until 


the Oregon steamed in early this 
morning. Captain Clark immediately 
sent forty marines ashore and twenty 
from the Marblehead followod. They.* 
found evidence ot a very nasty depart- 
ure by the Spaniards. Watches, ham- 
mocks and ammunition were scatter- 
ed among the earthworks and a Span- 
ish flag was found in one of the rifle 
pits. 
The little detachment or ma- 


rines held the place until tibe Panther 
arrived, when they were recalled and 
the work of disembarking began. 


Guantanamo is about forty -miles 


east of Santiago de Ctfba, and Is a 
splendid locatSon for a base of supplies 
for the blockading fleet.

of Guantanamo Bay), Sunday, June

One Hundred-eighth Day, June 22. 
A two hours' session was devoted 


mainly to considering items in the 
appropriation bill sent up from the 
House. 


The Special Committee having the 


bill repealing the poll tax in consider- 
ation reported adversely. 
The com- 


mittee expressed sympathy with tbe 
object of the bill but they were op- 
posed to it and recommended that it 
be tabled. The present income from 
this source Is in tbe neighborhood of 
$47,000. 
The committee stated that 


the present condition of the finances 
of the country could not warrant a 
giving up of this revenue. 


The House amendments to the ap- 


propriation bill for current accounts 
were taken up. The Senate did not 
concur In the item of $2000 for band 
for Hllo. 
The House increased the 


appropriation for the payment of In- 
terest on loans J15.000. Tbe Senate 
did not concur. Minister Damon stated 
that the Executive had not increased 
its amounts in the appropriation bill, 
The House anticipated increases in the 
bill and an increase in the amount of 
the loan for this reason. The Senate 
failed to concur in the amount of 
1725,26 for claim of assistant appraiser 
Zerbe. The three Items carrying a sub- 
sidy of $10,000 for steamers between 
the Islands for mail service failed of 
passage as did also the Item for water 
works Nawlliwill Objection was made 
to the items for new fire apparatus for 
the plains.

For the first time in the history of 


the annexation movement it may be 
safely said that it is out of the woods 
What reasoning, and good advice, and 
statesmanlike views could not do, will 
be done by an object lesson. History 
will repeat itself. 


In debating upon the resolution 


which he had introduced into the 
House of Representatives for the an- 
nexation of Hawaii, Mr. Newlands 
stated forcibly that he was opposed 
to territorial expansion, but he looked 
upon tbe" acquisition of Hawaii as a 
matter of great commercial and strate- 
gic Importance to the United States. 


The overwhelming 
majority 
in 


favor of tne joint resolution for an- 
nexation, indicates the force of the 
object lesson. Even Speaker Reed 
•with his strong influence finally became 
only a bull before a "cannon ball" 
train, and he has yielded. 


The members of the Senate, who 


nave opposed the treaty are under 
the same compelling influences as the 
members of the House. They are not 
above the object lessons, nor can they 
withstand the pressure of events, the 
liberal use of these Islands by the 
American forces, as a purely strategic 
measure. 


There will be a debate in the Senate 


over the measure, but it will not be 
long. The opponents of the treaty, 
like old veterans in the battlefield, will 
feel defeat, without coming under fire, 
and will act accordingly, and retire. 
Nothing now but a miracle will help 
them out Taking all things into con- 
sideration the joint resolution of an- 
nexation should be passed within ten 
days from the day it was received by 
tbe Senate

Wm. J. Bryan made a speech in 


Omaha on the 14th of this month, in 
which he said that Dewey's guns had 
estroyed the fleet at Manila, "but they 
annot destroy that sell evident truth 
hat Governments derive their just 
jowers, not from superior forces, but 
rom the consent of the governed."

This will require only the action of 
our Senate, unless it shall appear that 
certain laws should be passed, in order 
to give effect to the new conditions of 
affairs.

Star as follows: 


"A launch from the cruiser Almi- 


rante Oquendo came out of the har- 
bor flying a flag of truce this morn- 
ing. A boat from the Iowa, which was 
lying nearest, went to meet her. Two. 
officers of the Almirante Oquendo 
came on board, and a very dignified, 
stately officer on the deck of the Iowa 
received them and inquired their busi- 
ness. They said they came out under 
the Impression that a white flag was 
flying from the Iowa and supposed 
the battle ship wanted to surrender. 
An 
Investigation 
showed 
several 


things on the Iowa which might have 
caught their eyes, one of which was 
Captain Evans1 night shirt hanging 
on a line. The matter was explained 
and the Oquendo's launch returned* 
with many apologies." 


The incident must revolutionize the 


:aundry arrangements of the Amer- 
can navy. The Secretary of the Navy 
Is pressed with many official duties, 
but it now becomes a matter of inter- 
national Importance that false signals 
should not be exhibited towards each 
other by belligerents. In this case, 
while the whole civilized world is 
waiting the Issue of a great naval 
battle between the giants, the person- 
al necessities of a great captauv due., 
to his desire for personal cleanliness^ 
cause the arrest of ell hostile move- 
ments by the great Spanish fleet, aad 
a telegram from Admiral Cervera to 
the Queen Regent of Spain- "Ameri- 
can fleet will surrender.

waiian neutrality. As it has been sub- 
stantially abandoned there is no occa- 
sion for discussing Its merits at pres- 
ent. Many intelligent people in the 
United States believed that the declar- 
ation of war with Spain was prema- 
ture. But, after war was declared, 
they unreservedly supported it. We 
have the same feeling regarding the 
neutrality question. It is, therefore, 
idle to discuss it.

ment by the Government or by any 


on public affairs, as to our 


nj^ainj relations with Spain. 
' ^Soine day it will have an historical 
Interest The students and historians 
are now urgently seeking for the old

ages. What is a "back number" to- 
day, becomes live historical matter to- 
morrow. 


There Is, we believe, no statement 


extant which defines our relations wjth 
Spain. What will the members of our 
Historical Society say, fifty years from

year 1898. a valid, but unfortunate, 
treaty with Spain, which provided for 
arbitration in the event of differences', 
was simply disregarded, and the page 
on which the story of the transaction 
should be written was a blank.

NO' OVERTURES ACCEPTED. 


NEW YORK, June 10.—A special to 


the World from Washington nays: It 
is said here that Spain will make over- 
tures to the United States soon for a 
settlement of the war on the basis of a 
return of the Philippines and Porto 
Rico, independence of Cuba, but no in- 
demnity. The World's correspondent 
was informed today that the President 
will not consider any proposition for 
peace until after the armies of occupa- 
tion are landed on the Philippines, 
Porto Rico and Cuba. 


The President is determined that 


Spain shall* pay heavy indemnity, and 
will secure Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines before any peace proposition is 
considered. If the Spanish Government 
does not wish to settle on tbe terms of 
the United States both will be held. 
The Administration will demand that 
Spain pay the whole cost of the war to 
the United States and also pay an in- 
demnity for the loss of the Maine. The 
State Department does not believe any 
European powers will Interfere. 


SHERMAN ON ANNEXATION. 
TACOMA (Wash), June 13.—Ex- 


Secretary of State John Sherman, ac- 
companied by his wife, arrived here 
today unannounced and traveling in 
modest style. The elderly couple are 
traveling without company, and, after 
a rest of a few days, will make the 
voyage to Alaslca, returning after a 
brief stay there. 


Reference to the Asiatic fleet and 


Dewey's victory brought from the ex- 
Secretary tbe rather 
forceful com- 


ment- "It is unfortunate that we are 
im our present position in the Philip- 
pines This is not a war of conquest 
on our part, and the occupancy and 
possession of these Islands is to con- 
flict with the entire theory and policy 
of our Government. The very declara- 
tion of war stipulated that our policy 
was not one of the acquisition of new 
territory." 
Explaining his Ideas at length, he 


incidentally referred to the Hawaiian 
Islands also, and todk pains to talk 
plainly against the amnexatlon policy.

lack of coaling stations In the 


Pacific justifies a move in arranging 
for one in the Sandwich Islands," said 
he, "but this is as far as we can safely

Panahi Hall, Oahu College, Tuesday 
evening, all was neat and tasteful, 
reasonable and pretty and interesting.

The class 
of '98 has as its motto "En Avant" 
and its members are: Martha M. 
Afong, W. B. Godfrey, Jr., F. F. Hede- 
mann, Hairy A. Kluegel, Wm. T. Raw- 
lins, Mary C. Widdifleld. 


The decorations for the occasion 


consisted of display of Oahu's colors, 
buff and blue, Hawaiian and Ameri- 
can flags and the class motto and 
"O C" and " '98" in asters on fields of 
green. The program had been care- 
fully prepared and took but little more 
than an hour of time. President Hos- 
mer, with the members of the grad- 
uating class, occupied the platform. 


The opening invocation was by Rev. 


Bingham and the benediction 


was by Rev. D. P. Birnie. The music 
included two numbers by the Hawaii- 
an band orchestra, a solo by Miss 
Hyde, an organ solo by Prof. Ingalls 
and a song by the Oahu Glee Club. 
Miss Hyde was in fine voice and gave 
"Oh, Thou Cruel 8ea" with strong 
effect. 
Prof. Ingalls gave upon the 


organ Dubols' Grand Chorus. 


President Hosmer, to presenting the 


diplomas made a brief address to the 
class of 1898. He called their attetlon 
to the more serious work of life and 
to the responsibilities attached to good 
and useful citizenship. He urged them 
to live up to their motto, "Go For- 
ward," but not to endeavor to advance 
for sell alone. It devolved upon those 
fitted for the struggles of life to assist 
and uplift the weak and wandering, to 
bring to bear their intelligences and 
learning te the interest of all mankind. 
The President announced that the Rev. 
Damon scholarship prizes for the year 
had been awarded to C. Ahfook and 
Edwin Hall. 


Following are short reviews of the 


papers of the members of the grad- 
uating class. 


IMartha M. Afong told in her own 


attractive way the old Grecian legend 
of Pandora. This beautiful woman, 
endowed with the gifts of the gods 
became the wife of Epimetheus, a 
Titan, who believed that "so beautiful 
and gentle a being" could being no 
evH to his household. Miss Afong 
told of their early wedded life, spent 
in perfect peace and happiness. These 
were the times when they wandered 
hand in hand through the forests and 
over the fields of their home. Miss 
Along then gave briefly the story of 
the coming of dissensions, the period 
of disillusion, when angry words were 
said, when evil and misery reigned 
untfll driven away by the spirit of 
Hope. 


The Dreyfus Affair was the subject 


selected by F. F. Hedemann who was 
the next speaker. After summarizing 
the principal incidents of that famous 
case, In a manner which showed that 
he had followed the newspaper ac- 
counts of the French officer's trial, he 
told of the exciting trial of Emlle 
Zola who violently attacked this per- 
nicious method. 
"Charles I by his 


star chamber acts caused his own 
overthrow," said the speaker. "Here 
la an outrage worthy of mediaeval j 
times, committed today, in the crown- 
ing years of the nineteenth century. 
Emlle Zola has lifted up his voice 
against this flagrant injustice, but 
France is unwilling to listen. France 
forgeta that it is not Zola who Is on 
trial, but that the French nation is 
still on trial before the bar of the 
civilized world, and that she has al- 
ready been convicted in the highest 
court of the nations, of Injustice al- 
most incredible. The French Republic 
must -be Just or she will lose her self- 
respect She must recognize the eter- 
nal laws of God— Hi B truth and right- 
eousness. All civilized nations unite in 
the earnest hope that the day Is not 
far distant when the passions and pre- 
judices of the French people shall 
have cooled and reason shall hare re- 
turned to the brain and heart of 
France " The speaker was closely 
followed by his audience and the ap- 
plause was generous. 
The 
English-speaking 
Fraternity 


waft handled in a clever way by WH- 
Ilam Rawllns. The discourse was a 
plea for an Anglo-American alliance. 
The reasoning was clear. Through 
the pages of English history the de- 
votion to the principles of freedom 
and honor aland as the characteris- 
tic* of the English. In their earliest 
days and during the «uce*ed!nic **«* 
"government of the p«rp!e. for lb« 
people and by the people" waa taught 
"The Eaplifth-speaklnir. race alone has 
had an unfrroken growth of popular 
liberty lo the present time" 
The 


great names of Englishmen were 
quoted, men -who "are all links In the 
sain* chain of Anglo-Saxon projrrea*. 
And It Id the MID* history wherever 
the EnftHsh-spPakinK rape bag pone — 


•pire there are 150,000,000 ot Englfsh- 
speaking people under free govern- 
ment The same blood and the same 
institutions bind together these two 
great nations." The Influence of Great 
Britain In preventing a coercion by 
the powers of the "United States in its 
treatment ot the •Spanish affair wan 
noted. Mention waa also made of the 
speech of the Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain inJBlrmlngbam recently, and the 
advocacy of an alliance by the former 
American Minister, Hon. E. J. Phelps 
who declared that "anything that will 
strengthen the brotherly feeling be- 
tween the two nations should be fos- 
tered." The speaker concluded by re- 
citing in a very acceptable manner 
the poem written by Alfred Austen, 
poet laureate, which has for Its theme 
an Anglo-American alliance. 


Mary C. Widdifleld -was next on the 


program. 
She had for her subject, 


Shakespeare, the Master. As an in- 
troduction to her carefully prepared 
essay Miss 'Widdifleld drew a parallel 
between the countless books of the 
day, "the mass of literature, little of 
which is worthy to survive,'* as she 
put it, and "the countless, blossoms 
put forth each season and few mature, 
lo take root and live." Miss Widdi- 
fleld said in part: "The young stud- 
ent, confused and amazed at the vast 
wealth of libraries, may be reassured 
toy the comforting reminder that after 
all there are few good books." After 
mentioning many authors whose works 
have delighted their readers she said: 
"Other authors appear above the hori- 
zon, some attain the zenith of popular- 
ity, only to sink at last into oblivion. 
But Shakespeare, through the changes 
of time, still lives and with ever In- 
creasing fame.' It is now essential 
that all who pretend to culture should 
be familiar with the work* of Shake- 
speare. He alone of all writers seems 
to have a universal sympathy, and 
that is the secret of his influence over 
manfldnd. Every (phase of character, 
every type of human being, are all 
characterizations of a master." 


Miss Widdifleld deplored the fact 


that so little is known of the author's 
life, "ibut" she said, "that is of minor 
importance, for it is not the man's 
surroundings that interest us, tout the 
man himself.' Of his character even 
less is known." She stated that his 
epilogue to the Tempest is considered 
to 'be Shakespeare's most personal re- 
ference. She named him "the great- 
est artist the modern world has 
known." 
H .A. Kluegel was the next speaker, 


The subject of his carefully prepared 
and well delivered discourse was The 
Will and The Way. He made a strong 
appeal foiv concentration of thought 01 
the habit of study. "Without that,' 
he said, "the young man Is a failure 
because he is unable to cope with the 
problems of life. This habit of con- 
centration logically leads one to a fix- 
ed purpose in life. When this purpose 
is formed there is no longer any ques- 
tion about the means." He deprecated 
the acquiring of a "superficial acquain 
tance with more subjects than our 
forefathers dreamed of." The speaker 
paid a glowing tribute to the life am 
character of Gladstone, to whom hi 
said the title of the Great Commone

ONE OF THE VITAL PROVISIONS 


Proposal to Eliminate Right of Eml 


nent Domain 
From Charter. 


Would Kill the Project. 


The directors of the provisional or 


temporary organization of the Hono- 
lulu Rapid Transit Company learned 
quite by chance Tuesday morning 
that a report decidedly Inimical to the 
proposed corporation and the project- 
ed public enterprise was about to make 
to the Senate. Attorneys Kinney and 
W. R. Castle were hastily summoned 
and accompanied to the Executive 
Building these members of the direc- 
torate: J. H. Fisher, Jas. A. Kennedy, 
C. G. Ballentyne, J. A. Oilman, T. F. 
Lansing, J. 'H. Soper and F. J. Low- 
rey. 
A hearing was granted by the 


Senate committee. 


It was learned by those who are 


handling ithe affairs of the Rapid 
Transit Company that the Senate com- 
mittee proposed to strike out from the 
pending charter all provisions granting 
to the new company any manner of 
right of eminent domain. It had been 
decided to remove from the act all 
concession permitting 
condemnation 


of lands tar right of way or other pur- 
poses. 
The attorneys for the Rapid Transit 


Company and members of the Board of 
Directors explained to the Senate com- 
mittee at once that should the act be 
amended as proposed by the report 
that it had (best be withdrawn alto- 
gether, as it would 'be innocent of 
authority, utility or worth—entirely 
valueless. The changed act would In- 
evitably be the signal to aibandon alto- 
gether the earnest effort to give to the 
town a street railway system -worthy 
the name. One member of the com- 
mitte made the claim that the com- 
pany would have the right of eminent 
domain under the general law pre- 
scribing right of way condemnation 
proceedings. It was also claimed on 
behalf of the report that the Rapdd 
Transit as proposed was neither a 
public nor even a quasi-public corpora- 
tion. This latter point was not argued 
at all. Touching the present general 
law on the right of eminent domain it 
was submitted that the same was im- 
perfect and that opinion was held by 
legal authority worthy consideration 
that the statute was not invincible. 
For these very reasons the charter of 
the Rapid Transit Company had in- 
cluded extensive, very clear and en- 
tirely Just provisions concerning exer- 
cise of the right of eminent domain. 


(Five different routes in and about 


Honolulu have been laid out by the 
(Rapid Transit Company. It was point- 
ed out on ibehalf or to sustain the 
claim for the right of eminent domain 
that the whole enterprise could be 
defeated completely by the purchase, 
by a hostile party of a ten-foot strip 
of land on any one of the five routes. 
All corporations of this character in 
all countries have the right of insti- 
tuting and carrying out condemnation 
proceedings for right of way and other 
purposes. In the charter of this local 
company as first drawn here and as 
sought to be amended by the Senate 
committee the interests of private per- 
sons are amply protected. One of the 
attorneys made the statement that it 
had coine about, seemingly, for little 
Hawaii to adopt, in its dealings with 
quasi-public 
corporations 
stringent 


and unheard of methods of discourage- 
ment. The new company is not asking 
for any extraordinary privileges or 
grants and is willing to pay a fair 
price for everything it requires in jthe 
work of supplying the city with elec- 
tric cars. 
After the general meeting Tues- 


day morning there was a stay of pro- 
ceedings with the committee report 
and Attorneys Kinney and Castle con- 
ferrei further with Senators to whom 
had .been referred the act. The com- 
pany is willing to enter the field with 
the right to condemn for route alone 
and will stand on that claim. Refer- 
ence was made to the vested rights 
of the Tram" Company. It was shown 
that the Rapid Transit people provide 
in their charter that while -they may 
find it necessary to even ase a rail 
of the Tram, this shall be done, if at 
all without any interference whatever 
in the operation of the Tram line

Harbor Is Almost Impenetrable. 


Narrow Entrance Through 


Perpendicular Cliffs. 


Santiago Bay, where Sampson has 


a portion of the Spanish fleet bottled 
op 4s a veritable trap. The Vaneouver 
News-Advertiser says of it that rte 
bay Itself Is virtually a bottle with 
the entrance as an extremely small 
neck thereto. The coast presents to 
the Caribbean Sea an almost perpen- 
dicular, frowning wall of granite ex- 
tending for miles east and west of the 
haifbor. 
The entrance is a cleft in 


the rock, Invisible until the steamer 
is exactly abeam of it On either side 
there are batteries as a protection. 
Five miles nearer the city there is 
still another battery. 


The channel in the bay is narrow 


and is between perpendicular walls 
so high that they shut out the light 
The bay itself Is studded with islets. 
No merchant ship or regular liner can 
•enter this bay without a native pilot, 
and these ships have to proceed with 
great precaution even under such 
guidance. 
There is in the bay sufficient sea 


room to accommodate the fleets of the 
world but not depth of water. A sea 
fight in the bay is impossible as one 
ship at the entrance could hold a whole 
fleet at <bay. The city lies close by 
the shore and is surrounded by high 
hills. 
The streets are indescribably filthy 


and the same will apply to the in- 
habitants. Tiere is no sewerage sys- 
tem, and offal of all descriptions is 
dumped in the streets, to be consumed 
or left alone by the (buzzards, who 
constitute the scavenger system. 


The city is compactly built. 
The 


streets are narrow, the houses are ol 
adobe and brick, and every residence 
is strongly fortified. 
Most of these 


houses were ibuilt from one to two 
centuries ago, and were actually for- 
tified for protection against bandits 
and robbers. Next to Havana, Santi- 
ago is the richest city on the Island 
There is very little poverty and the 
millionaires are counted toy the score 
A vast majority of the women of San- 
tiago are decidedly dusky in hue 
There are probably not a dozen full- 
'blooded Spanish women in the city 


The two coaling stations dn the bay 


are not the property of the Govern- 
ment but of a private company which 
ibrlngs nearly all the coal from the 
'United States. At last accounts tie 
average amount of coal brought into 
these yards yearly from abroad was 
13,000 tons. Most of this was Anthra- 
cite and Cumberland, with a smal 
percentage of Welsh, English and 
Scotch. There are no known facili- 
ties for docking vessels, but the city 
has several machine shops capable o: 
making ordinary repairs on visiting 
vessels. 


On the outskirts of the city is what 


is now a slaughter house, where the 
Virginius' crew was shot in 1873. 


The city of Santiago was founded 


in 1514 toy Diego Velasquez, and was 
incorporated in 1522. For a time it 
was the capital of the Island. In 1553 
Frenchmen captured the city, and the 
Spaniards were forced to give a ran- 
som of $90,000 for its release.

UlATIONS, HO. Ill 


PERMANENT SETTLEMENTS AND 


Under the provisions of the new 


Audit Law all persons and officers of 
the Government specifically named in 
the "Salaries and Pay Rolls Appro- 
priations" bill, and all other perma- 
nent employees of the Government re- 
ceiving regular monthly salaries, will 
be paid from the Audit Office after 
July 1st, 1898, by Individual warrant 
on the Treasury. 


To Insure the completeness and 


promptness of the issuance of each 
month's salary warrants by the Audit- 
or-General, complete pay-rolls or lists 
of employees, containing name1, offi- 
cial title or position, and amount of 
monthly pay of each employee, will be 
required to 'be deposited with the 
Auditor-General by the heads of the 
several Departments, as soon as prac- 
ticable before the last day - of each 
month, such pay-rolls or lists, bear- 
ing the approval of the Head of the 
Department employing such persons. 


Upon the receipt of such pay-rolls 


or lists, the Auditor-General will issue 
individual warrants in favor of the 
smployees named therein, and said 
warrants will be forwarded to the 
payees by the best practicable method. 


PAY-ROLLS. 


For mechanics and laborers, and 


others temporarily employed, Pay- 
Rolls will be required, specially certi- 
fied to by the ofileer directly incurr- 
.ng the expense, that the services 
charged for have been faithfully per- 
formed; upon the approval of such 
pay-roll by the Auditor-General, he 
will issue a warrant in favor of a 
disbursing officer duly authorized by 
the Head of the Department employ- 
ing such labor; such disbursing offi- 
cer will receipt temporarily for such 
warrant, draw the money from the 
Treasury, and immediately pay the 
same to the laborers or employees 
mtitled thereto, taking their Individual 
receipts therefor, and as soon as prac- 
ticable thereafter, return the receipt- 
ed pay-roll to the Auditor-General, re- 
clving in return therefor his tempo- 
rary receipt, and being thus discharg- 
ed from further liability. 


The law specially prohibits the 


Auditor-General from holding at one 
time more than one such temporary 
receipt from tie same disbursing offi- 
cer for pay-jolls under the same item 
of appropriation. 


BILLS. 


It. will be the aim of the Auditing 


Department to make monthly settle- 
ment by warrant for all valid claims 
against the Government; in order that 
;his may be done, bills for material, 
supplies, and incidentals will be re- 
quired to reach the Auditing Depart- 
ment as soon as practicable after the 
;lose of each month, through the De- 


advertlsement calling for such con- 
tract -or tender, must be filed wjth 
the Auditor-General at the time of 
icceptance. 


The above regulations governing 


bills' for -material, supplies, and- inci- 
dentals, will apply to Bills on account, 
or in full, of contracts and agree- 
ments.

BOOK.

hall transmit to the Auditor-General 
daily a transcript of his cash transac- 
tions of the day previous as recorded 
n the Treasury Cash Book, in such 
qrm as shall be agreed upon between 
he Minister of Finance and the 
Auditor-General. 


PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS. 


Sworn returns of collections of 
evenue or other moneys, "will be re- 
lulred to be made monthly to the 
Auditor-General as heretofore;

Public Accountants in Honolulu, not 
ater tb,an the tenth, and by Public 
Accountants out of Honolulu, not later 
han the fourteenth day after the ex-' 
iratlon of each month.
